Governor Glenn says a wrong ls bctng
done h.m ln aome quarturs by chargoB]that he la allowlntj or requlring tlio
rallroads to pay tho expenaea of tho
cxtra sesslon of the Leglslature. "Not
tl ot thls umount," deomred the Gov¬
ernor, "will go towards paylng the
expense of tho extra sesBlon, and prob-
ably It will not be enough to pay en-
tlrely the costa of the varlous uctions.
I tlo not bellevo that the rato was con-
tlsealory or too low, but tlio rallroada
went lnto tho courts and conteated
the rate without glving It any teat
whatevex. They onjolned not only tho
Corporation Committhion, thc Aiurney-
Gonernl and Aaslstant Attornoy-Gen-
eral, but also tho attorney emp.oyed
by the Corporation Cotnmlselon, so that;
